This study attempts to L^->ermine what principals, 

advisers, and others believe is the role of high school student 

newspapers, and it suggests guidelines to follow in writing these 

newspapers. The study is based on a questionnaire sent to selected 

principals, headmasters of nonpublic schools, newspaper advisers, and 

editors of junior college and community college newspapers. The study 

includes 127 tables listing responses to the questionnaire, It 

discusses a variety of topics, including the functioi , definition, 

role, and status of the student newspaper, as well as the roles 

played by boards of education, principals, advisers, and newspaper 

boards in the production of these newspapers. The authors conclude 

that on the basis of the limited response to the questionnaire, 

advisers and administrators generally showed little interest in 

having regular press conferences with student editors, creating 

newspaper boards, establishing newspaper guidelines, or developing a 

love for freedom of the press among teenagers. (Author/DI) 
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FOREWORD 



We live in an era of controversy. At every level of Ajnerican society there 
are conflicts. Some lead to confrontations and collisions that affect teen- 
agers as well as adults. 

l^at is the teenager's role in an era of controversy? Is he an innocent by- 
stander? Is he an impartial observer? Is he a detached and disinterested 
nonpart i c ipant 7 

Cheer for your team! That's vhat adults say. Cheer for your athletes. Go to 
the senior play and the spring operetta. Support your candidate for class 
offices and student council. 

Cheer for America! You'll soon he old enough to vote on local bond issues. 
You'll vote for the next president. You'll involve yourself, commit yourself, 
for every teenager becomes an adult. 

Consider the newspaper as a cheer leader. A good idea? Yes, but may it cheer 
against? Sure, for school spirit, good sportsmanship; sure, against litter, 
bad manners . 

\'ihen the reporter covers a football game, he knows the rules of the game. He 
knows what it mean^^* to be offside. He knows there 'b a penalty for clipping 
and holding. 

The sttident journalist can't consult the rulebook. What is the policy of the 
nei/spaper — to echo the principal? V/hat are the rules — what the adviser 
says until the principal interferes?

This study presents some of the problems that may be faced in developing the 
guidelines. It notes the apathy of principals and the timidity of some ad- 
visers — perhaps fear is the word. 

It reveals a hidden censorship in approximately hs.lf the high schools. Some- 
times it|s not hidden — openly acknowledged. The fact that censorship is 
widespread indicates t^'=^ need for guidelines. 

High school newspapers need journalism courses in which to train student 
journalists. They need adequate space and facilities. . They need library 
resources. They desperately need sound financing. 



Most of all they need qualified advisers who believe in freedom of the press 
'•'for teenagers as ^ well as adults. News suppression and news censorship are 
intolerable in every American institution.

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INTRODUCTION 

The vorld has been reduced to a pinpoint, a pinpoint which may vanish. Man may 
destroy it vith bombs or he may pollute it beyond repair. Meanwhile the flames 
of war crackle in Indochina and smoulder in the Middle Ea3t . 

Everywhere teenagers behold a he^ tage of hate, a legacy of fear. ^nd loyalty 
has become obsolete, faith a y, morality a mirage. Are there any values — 

values that come first in . Ij. l teenagers or adults? 

VJhere do adults v^orship xoday? Often their shrines are football stadiums or 
cocktail bars. Or they devote their leisure to the interior of luxury cars or 
to the exterior of a color television set. 

Today's religion is: do your own thing. So unions strike at the beginning of 
school or just before Christmas. So racists destroy property — or people. So 
developers butcher century-old trees. So draft dodgers and ariny deserters seek 
sanctuary. 

Happiness is no longer a warm puppy. It is sex. It is drugs. It is an escape 
fron reality. It is a retreat from responsibility. It is murder and massacre 
in Ulster, repudiation of human rights in Uganda, 

I7hat becomes of the high school in an era of disintegration and decay? Should 
•its principal and teachers be surprised when teenagers surrender to the adult 
establishment? Should they be surprised when teenagers rebel against it? 

Who is to bl^one? The Republicans or Democrats? The mass media? Somewhere 
there may be a scapegoat — at times the high school newspaper, the teenage 
journalirt. the adult adviser. 

Perhaps the literature-centered English classes are not "selling" the great 
ideas and the enduring values. Perhaps social studies classes are not producing 
patriotic citizens. Perhaps science classes are not arousing a concern for the 
environment. 

High school education is not limited to the curriculum. Homecoming courts get 
more emphasis than honor rolls, athletic heroes more attention than valedic- 
torians. Adults thereby report what they think really is important for teen- 
agers . 

The principal has time to meet the board of education, time to conduct a weekly 
faculty meeting, time to mingle at the service club, time to cheer at athletic 
contests. Does he have time for a regular press conference with student 
journalists? 

So education today is under fire. Schools are too traditional or too radical. 
They cost too much. They mix teenagers from too many neighborhoods. They are 
^^oo permissive — or too authoritarian* Almost every layman is an expert — a 
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What shall the teenager do? VHiat shall the teenager journalist do? Amidst the 
uncertain and insecure conditions in which he lives he faces perplexing probleins 
he raust try to solve vrLthin five years after he leaves high school. 

"Teenagers ask many questions,'' according to The Principalis Guide to Hi^h 
School Journalism , "Some are immediate in their urgency. Some concern poli- 
tics and religion. And there ar<^^ -nersonal questions that they ask themselves: 

"Shall I drop ou. 

"Shall I enlist?" 

"Shall I marry?" 

"Shall I go to college?" 

Some also ask, "What is right , and what is wrong? t'Jhat is the truth? V/ho am 
I? Vrhere am I going? Am I getting the kind of education I need?" 

It is not the function of Quill and Scroll Foiandation to answer any or all of 
these questions through Quill and Scroll Studies. Yet it cannot ignore them. 
In 1970 it circulated a report entitled Student Pres^ Copes with Hi^h School 
Unrest^ 1970 > It concluded: 

If there is unrest in a school, students as well as faculty and parents 
should be concerned. Thfey shoiald recognize the problem. They should work 
together to make wise decisions, using the newspaper to examine the issues. 

Student journalists often are handicapped in producing a timely newspaper 
which provides leadership that exhibits perception, maturity, and responsi- 
bility for these reasons: 

1) Of1:en their adviser is an English teacher who never has enrolled in a 
college journalism course. ■ 

2) The facilities of the publication center are not designed for journal- 
ism, though other curricular and cocurricuiar programs have the facili- 
ties they need: 

3) Financ:ing the newspaper is difficult, for about one-fourth of the news- 
papers face a deficit each year. 

Worst of all, principals at times insist on censorship of any content 
\t±th \rh?^h they disagree, in effect frustrating students who try to 
think for themselves and support their convictions* 

These four problems reported in 1970 have not been solved* Some of them were 
examined in another 1970 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human Equation and the 
School Newspaper , and the 1971 Quill ahd Scroll Study, Three Functions of the 
School Newspaper . In the study previously quoted these observations were 
mj . 
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Increasing E .uuent unrest is a challenge to the American high school news- 
papers, yet their efforts to give leadership have elicited bo-:h criticism 
and censorsh'-). 

The student is t • .,arget of a barrage of advice arid counsel. It's time to 
grow up. It's til - to think for" yourself . It»s tinie to solve problems and ma]^e 
decisions. It's time to speak up for your convict-, jns and stand up for your be- 
liefs* 

The teenager is told: what you are to he you are now becoming. Think-, speak, 
write for yourself. Learn tc^'^' .urk. Be mature. T^e responsible. Discover the 
truth, and tell the truth. :e conscious! Act with a conscience! You're the 
hope of the world! 

\Jhfi^^ happens when tne student journalist accepts this advice? He reports ac- 
curately and truthfully that the school has a drug problem. Then what's wrong — ' 
the school for having the problem or the teenager for reporting it? 

The truth hurts the school's image. It's bad publicity. The newspaper adviser' 
is called to the office. The teenage journalist is told to retract or to shut 
up, possibly dropped from the staff, and threatened with suspension — for 
truth-telling. 

Too often educators proclaim themselves experts on the mass media. They recite 
with passion the faults and failures of ne\7s media in covering global news, na- 
tional news, state news. They enumerate instances of bias, inaccuracy, and sup- 
pression. 

Wliat is good news co-^erage outside of the school is one thing. Inside the 
school the administrc.. r doesn't want news that "rocks the boat" or "upsets the 
applecart." To put it bluntly,, he doesn't" like to read news of the school's 
weaknesses. 

The United States is a free society. "At the core of freedom lies the right to 
criticize the government,"- says-^ Leonard V?; Levy. The term government includes 
the local high school as well as the Supreme Court. 

George Orwell once put it this way: "If liberty means anything at all, it means 
the right to tell the people what they do not want to hear." Simply stated, it 
means the right to report, all news — good or badi 

Do student journalists have this-right — "to criticize the government," "the 
right to tell people what they do not want to hear"? 

Yes, say the decisions of the courts in interpreting the First Amendment. Student 
publications are entitled to this right just as- "they are subject to laws on 
libel, lotteries, privacy. Student journalists are not second-class citizens. 

No, say some school principals and university presidents. They tell students 
Oliat it's all right to think for yourself, speak for yourself, express your 
ERIC Pnvict ions , support your beliefs — anywhere but in school or campus media. 



The roles of mass media differ in libertarian and authoritarian societies. Simi- 
larly the roles of student media differ in high schools. The media in both in- 
stances must operate within the framework of the academic power structure — 
whether they reflect tne American way or some alien way of communication. 

Authoritarian principles make the high school a police state. Students must 
conform to the rules and regulations on which law and order are based. And they 
must accept the • decisions which the administration makes for them as well as the 
regimentation it demands. 

Under these conditions the school newspaper is the advocate of the administra^ 
tion, echoing official decisions and whatever rationalization these decisions 
involve. The principal in effect says, "I am the state" as did Louis XIV, and 
such a king or principal is omniscient and infallible. 

In the authoritarian society there is no loyal opposition. Nor may the press 
propose alternate policies or programs , for it is both illegal and immoral to 
differ with those in power. Rather the press happily accepts the superior wisdom 
of the administration — political or educational — and supports it without 
question. ' 

Teenagers in an authoritarian school are not students. They are not members of 
a community of learners. They are pawns or peers at the best and captives 
and prisoners at the worst. Their central purpose' is to survive, not to become' 
educated. Some may succumb to the brainwashing efforts of the administration. 

The libertarian society. is the antithesis of the authoritarian society. Mass 
msdia may oppose and expose officials.. of the administration — political or 
educational. They may be independent or they may serve as adversaries as well ^ 
as advocates. They need not become public relations media or image makers. 

The individual ~ teenager or adult — is a person of potential worth in the 
school or the state.. As a learner the teenager is encouraged to think for him- 
self, to speak for himself, act for himself , at times challenging the. con clu- ^ 
sions which others make though they have power and he has none. 

In the libertarian school the teenager is respected. lie .is encouraged not to 

^ ^cho, a ditto mark, a carbon copy. The . student Jpurnalis't is en- ' ' 
couraged to believe in the freedom of the press as a reality in school. Ac- 
cordingly he may dissent, in print, whether he is right or wrong in the eyes 
of either peers or adults. • > 

What is the situation in American high schools today? IThat should be the situa^- 
tion? What are proper roles and rights, relationships and respbnsibiliti'es of 
teenagers as student journalists? As prospective voters should they accept cen- 
sorship or should they enjoy freedom of the press as guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion and upheld by the courta? 
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Purpose of Study 

T?ie purpose of thic> study, then, is two- fold. First, this ctudy attempts to 
determine what principals, advisers, and others believe about the role of the 
student newspapers. Second, it attempts to suggest the extent to which these 
views may become guidelines for student newspapers in American society. 

Procedure 

Early in 1972 the director of Quill and ScroJl Studies developed a six-pap;e 
questionnaire in four different forms. The first tv^o pages, concerned geneiu-i, 
information. The other four pkges listed 121 statements, many of which con- 
sisted of possible student news media guidelines in high schools. 

These questionnaires were sent with stamped and addressed return envelopes to: 

1) Approximately 5^0 principals of public high schools in the 12 Great Lakes 
and Plains States. Most of the high schools had an enrollment of 1,000 
students or more. The states were Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, North Dakota^ Ohio, South Dakota, 
Wisconsin. Of the total 55 principals answered the questionnaire and 
105 instructed their advisers to ansvrer it. 

2) Approximately 300 headmasters of nonpublic schools chiefly in the South, 
New England, Alaska, and Hawaii. Of the total 31 answered the question- 
naire and 17 instructed their advisers to answer. 

3) Approximately 300 nev7spaper advisers of public senior high schools 
in which newspapers received the top or First Class rating. Of the 
total 88 replied. 

h) Newspaper editors of 291 junior colleges or community colleges in Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Michigan, New York, Texas. Of the total 50 replied* 

The responses are presented in a series of tables. Obviously they represent 
the opinions and attitudes of those who responded. They may be.- a sample of all 
potential participants, but this is doubtful. 

V/hy didn't more persons respond? Pirr.t, some resent questionnaires from any 
source. Second, the questionnaire was long, especially for professional persons 
with a short attention span. Third, obviously many persons were indifferent so 
probably their responses would reflect negative attitudes. Finally, there 
probably were some persons with good intentions ;. who were too busy to get around 
to answering. 

In many of the tables the column on the right hand refers to **response unclear." 
Frequently it would be more precise to say that respondents did not answer. At 
the same time it should be noted that some inserted qualifying remarks that 
made it impossible to tabulate their answers. In some cases respondents may 
havg wished to avoid making an answer though no respondent is identified by 

ERIC^ school. 
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The total "yes" vote includes column one and five, the total "uo ' vote includes 
columns two and six. 

Readers need not assume that any position talcen herein by a "majority vote" is 
necessarily the "right" position. The extent to which principals and head- 
masters a^^ree with advisers may be examined. The position? ' ;e edi- 
tors also may be considered. 

£r attempt is made herein to engage in sustained interpretation of . each .table- 
it is doubtful whether the principals from public high schools in, some other 
section irculd give significantly diff-rent responses, but this study does not 
attempt to pre ve. that statement. 

Qaill and Scroll Studies invites thos who look upon secondary schools as com- 
Eunities of learners ~ not as management problems ~ to examine. ;the issues 
wriich this study raises — issues ral^e- before in some inst,ances. For example: 

1) Is every high school student an individual of potential worth? 

2) Is he entitled to think for r mself, speak for himself , write for him.self? 

3) May he express his convictions in print without fear of reprisal? 

h) As a student ^.ournalist does he iiave tha right tc crititize the establish- 
ment? 

5) Is he entitled to a written statement of the rules of the. game under which 
nevrspapers may be published by sttadents? 

6) Is he entitled to the guidance of an adviser who is ,^ well prepared ih 
journalism as the football coach or band director or marhematics teachers 
are in their respective fields? 

T) Is he entitled to space and facilities ^ carefully planned to meet the 
publication needs as the football field or gymnasitmi ig .to meet athletic 
needs? 

6) Is he as a student consumer entitled to a newspaper that is published 
frequently to present news while it is news? 

9) Is the board of education responsible for the development of a school 
community for teenagers who will vote at l8 or is it s-ipporting the con- 
cept theft the principal's office ideally is a miniature Kremlin. 

It is convenient to ignore such questicas. It is easy to shr-i.c them off by 
evasive answers or -he suggestion that 'if we had the money" -hings would be 
different. Do ■ suggest that the foot. J.1 team, play o^cp a nonth because 
money is short'' educators difter on thei - priorities, but t--v?negers are not 
we-*"-gr~ until - ..i r are l8 to begin to liv ,

Hewspaper' s Role 

VJhat is the role of student publications in hir^ schools? This question has 
been answered many tiraes in the Tiast n^x ades in articles and theses, text- 
books and critical service scorebooks. I- so as ve near the 1900s there ap- 
i; ' r to be some principals and some advisers who are undecided and iiesitate to 
commit themselves . 

The function of the newspaper - and student newsmagazines for that matter - is 

serve as "a raedium to inforra, influence, and entertain readers," as Table 
1 suggests. This is plain Enplish, not le^^al gobbledef;ook. Yet more than 
one-fourth of the principals who answered for theinselves could not f^ive an 
unequi voc al ansvrer ! 

Approximately tTro-thirds of all respondents except headmasters who have no 
"school boards" — accepted the general statement* Subsequent answers indicate 
that the news or information role ranks first, the opinion role second, and 
the entertainment role third.

Vfith this statement modified to fit the high school newspaper, 06 per cent of 
the afi^risers agreed.,, .or agreed strongly, according to the 1970 Quill and Scroll 
Study, The Human Squation and the School Newspaper . There were 135 representa- 
tive advisers participating. 
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The nev/spaper's information or new., function \/as approved by 9*+ per cent of • 
the 135 advisers participatinfr in the 3.9TO Quill and Scroll Study, The Human 
Bquation and the School Newspaper , Only five per cent disagreed or disagreed 
strongly. . ' 

Hews Definition 

Of the 275 high school ne\7spapers participating in the 1971 Quill and Scroll 
Study ^ Three .Fuiictions of the School NeVTspaper , 99 per cent agreed or agreed 
strongly that '^news is the report of a current idea^ event or problein that 
interests readers of our school newspaper.*' Only 1 per cent disagreed. 

Nev^s function 

"The school newspaper should provide a truthful, coiTrprehensive , and intelli- 
gent account of sc'hool events in a context 'that gives then meaning," accord-- 
ing to 95 'per cent of the' l35 advisers participating in the 1970 Quill ejnd 
Scroll StU(]y, The Human Equation and the S chool Newspa^b^r^ Only 5 per cent ■ 
disagreed. 

"The school newspaper should provide a projection of a- representative picture 
of the constituent groups that mal^e up the school ^ according to 90 per cent 
of the. advisers ..An. the foregoing study. 

"The school newdp'aper should provide a full account of current ideas, events, 
and. problems affecting secondary education locally," according to 30 per cent 
of the advisers in the same study.

The newspaper's persuasion function was approved "by 8l per cent of the 135 ad- 
visers particj^ating. in the 1970 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human Equation and 
the School Newspaper , Only 17 per cent disarrreed or disagreed strongly. 

"The school newspaper should provicle a forum for the exchan^^e of conmieht arid 
criticism on current issues," accordinr^ "to 91 per cent of the 135 advisers 
participating in the 1970 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human' Equation and the 
School Newspaper , 

"The school newspaper should provide a presentation and clarification of the 
high school's goals and values," according to 86 per cent in the same" study* 

Enjoyment Function . ' ' 

The entertainment function was approved of by 03 per cent of the 135 advisers 
participating in the 1970 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human Equation and the 
High School Newspaper , Only 12 per cent disagreed or disagreed strongly. 

Newspaper's Status 

The 135 advisers participating in the 1970 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human 
Equation and the School Nex/spaper ^ t^rere invited 'to approve or disapprove a 
series of statements about the status of the newspaper and its policies, some 
of which relate to newfspaper guidelines. The percentage agreeing or agreeing 
strongly \T±th these statements is noted to the right:

Consider the school newspaper represented by <3G advisers who provided detailed 
f^eneral admission. In one statement 86 per cent were listed a^ public, 2 per 
cent as military, 8 per cent as parochial, 1 per cent as "Christian," 3 per 
cent as not identified.

Yet in another statement 81 per cent were listed as public, 0 per cent as non- 
,9^"Ublic day schools, 2 per cent with both boarding and day students, the others 
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not identified. Of these symbols 90 per cent vere coeducational, 5 per cent 
were for boys only, 3 per cent for f^irls only, the others not identified. And 
76 per cent had traditional schedules. 

Enrollment data revealed that 11 per cent had an enrollment of 1-U99; 19 per 
cent, 500-999; 20 per cent, 1000-1999; 61 per cent, more. Similar data from 
the principals' study revealed that h3 per cent of the schools they repre- 
sented had an enrollment of 2000 or more. 

The effectiveness of the newspaper as a news ■ • depends on the frequency 
of publication. Only 3^ per cent of the newt; v/ere published every week 

or every two weeks and 50 per cent were published on^y once a month or even 
less frequently. Obviously the timeliness of content is greatly aiminished 
for the latter* 

The quality of the newspaper depends in part on the adequacy of financial sup- 
port. Advisers reported that 20 per cent of the newspapers made a deficit of 
LTider $100 and lU per cent made a deficit of more than that sum. And la- 
mentably 26 per cent of the advisers didn^t know whether their newspaper made 
a profit or a deficit. Thus onxy hO per cent of the nev/spapers broke even or 
better! 

In 3O per cent of the schools only 38 per cent — or fewer buy the newspaper. 
Shocking to report is the fact 15 per cent of the advisers didn't know what 
percenta^je of their students bought the newspaper. Ho wonder there are de- 
ficits! 

Revenue sources are: single copy sales, k2 per cent; subscriptions, U8 per 
cent; advertising, 59 per cent; concessions, 7 per cent; student council 
funds, 9 per cent; school funds, 37 per cent; special projects, 22 per cent; 
other sources, 19 per cent. It comes as no surprise then that lack of money 
is a problem for 55 per cent of the schools. 

One-third of the advisers did not report their advertising rate, perhaps be- 
cause they didn't know it or they didn't have advertising. In hO per cent of 
the schools the rate is $1 or more per column inch and in 17 per cent of these 
it is $1.51. Yet 10 per cent charge less than $1. 

Advisers reported that 77 per cent were published on offset equipment, 11 per 
cent by letterpress, 9 per cent by duplicating equipment, and 3 per cent 
didn't report. 

Problems encountered in 1971-1972, according to 08 advisers included: under- 
ground newspaper, 0 per cent; community tension,' 13 per cent; racial tension, 
15 per cent; student rovrdyism,* ll| per cent; vandr^lism in schools, 25 per cent; 
use of drugs by students, 20 per cent; censorship by the principal, I8 per cent. 

Unfortunately only 51 per cent of the newspapers had minority group students on

The 'Atii'dent! newspaper is a news paper. Like the newsinan;azine , it presents re- 
ports o-f current ideas, events^ and problems that interest teenap.ers and, hence, 
concentrates on school news. 

The student newspaper^ doesn't make the news; it reports the news, l/hat abuut 
bad news? It is not responsible for bad news, but the administration nay be 
responsible. Hence, the administration may be sensitive to "bad" news. 

In the tables that follow this stu<3y r;eports the percenta^jes of principals and 
advisers, headmasters and junior colle^re editors whp approve of publishing; . 
various kinds of typical iie^^s ideas, events, and problems. .... 



Many of the principals were not intere^sted enouffh in the responsibilities \fcr 
general supervision to answer the question — Uo per cent of the headmasters, 
for exainple in the table on coverap;e of cocurricular activities. , .. 

Administrators approve of news beinp: published about board of education meet- 
ings yet are less enthusiastic about news of faculty meetin^^s^ faculty* unions, 
and school personnel problems. 



Only 29 per cent of the public hir^h school principals approve publishinr ne^rs 
of the expulsion or suspension of students. See Table U6. 
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\Ttiat about nev/a that reflects discredit to the school. Tlany evaded this ques- 
tion, but 15 per cent of the public hi^h school principals and ih per cent of 
the headmasters a^jreed that the newspaper should "publish news about any school 
event that reflects credit but not if it reflects discredit to the school." 
See Table kj. 

Principals apparently believe in playing favorites. Only 27 per cent of the 
public hi^h school principals and only 23 per cent of the advisers a^ireed 
that the school nevrspaper should assume the rif^ht to publish any news about 
the school, the school systen, or board of education that is inade available 
to any of the local news media. 'Tliy should the latter be favored? See Table 
kQ. 

Perhaps the most shocking admission is that 36 per cent of public high school 
principals and U9 per cent of the advisers report that the nexrspaper "nay pub- 
lish typical nevrs content . . . without any kind of censorship, BUT IT IS 
UNDERSTOOD THAT SOME HE\TS THAT HAPPENS WILL HOT 3E PUT IN THE HEIJSPAPER. VHiat 
is this ""understandin^3" if it is not censorship? Thus ^ at least half of the 
schools reco{^nize censorship as a fact of life in student newspaper publishinf.! 
This study means that nany a principal's office is a Kremlin. See Table ^9.

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The Board of Education 

Walk into the nearest public hif;h school. Ask this question: uho's in charp;o 
here? Invariably the answer is: the principal runs the school. He exerciser 
jurisdiction over all aspects of the hif^h school procram — • curricular and c — 
curricular. Yet many principals as well as newspaper advisers and collerce -ro- 
tors don't accept this fact of life — as the next few tables indicate. 

Under state laws the people of school districts — whether city-wide, count^-^ 
wide, or in other boundaries — elect a board of education or "school board*^ 
The school board as a represembative body malces the najor decisions and there- 
by sets the policies, employin^r a principal to serve as the executive vrho ad- 
ministers approved by the school board. 

The nonpublic secondary school seldom id the property of the headnaster. Usi.. 
it has a board of trustees who represent a nonprofit corporation which has 
authority similar to that of the piiblic board of education. The headmaster 
seldom has the authority to do as he pleases and usually is accountable to ^ 
board which employs hin to perform the tasks involved in operating; the sc±!x:c . . 
as an educational institution. 

Therefore, the statement in Table 50 that the board of education — or gov-r^- 
Ing board — exercises "jurisdiction over all student publications produced .211-. 
circulated in the school, includinc news media," is true. There is no occez^zir. 
to be undecided, to assert that the statement is untrue, or to /;lve any res^TiHtr^^ 
other than "yes." Yet only 51 p^r cent of the principals i/ho spoke for then^- 
selves answered "yes." 

Similarly the school administrator is authorized to speak for the board end 
interpret its position on many matters, as sugf;ested in Table 51- Indeed h^ 
been assigned the responsibility for general supervision of student news mec£L^ — 
as well as Enf^lish classes and athle_ti<^ ..teams , no matter hovr many negative 
answers or "votes." appear in the Table 52, 

To be sure, approximately two-thirds of the advisers admit that they have been 
delegated the responsibility for specific supervision by the board, as Table 
53 indicates. Actually the board delegated the principal to assign a teacher 
to serve as the newspaper adviser. Neither the board nor the principal cpul^l 
malte such an assignment if they didn't have the legal authority to make, it,. 

The foregoing comments are not made because their interpreter wishes to "take 
sides." They are made because the authority has been established by state laws 
which provide for boards of education to employ principals and, advisers to. per- 
form tasks under the jurisdiction of that board. Similarly headmasters in non- 
public schools usually are given authority to delegate teaching and related 
respons ibi li t i e s • 

Unfortunately collisions between principals and boards on the one hand and news- 
Dacer staffs and the advisers on the other hand usually arise in* times of 
::n1[/^roversy and crisis. With emotions churning, thos-e in authority. may make

drastic decisions irhich are alien to our American heritaee ox" freedom of the 
press and inconsistent with the philosophy of American education. 

To avoid confrontations vrhich impair student morale and arouse parental sus- 
picion, the board of education through its principal should develop xrith the 
cooperation of the newspaper staff and adviser a set of newspaper policy Ruide- 
lines. Actually their underlying interests in the school should be similar. 
Hence, these guidelines should be developed cooperatively not proclaimed as 
edicts from an academic Sinai.

Principals read the h±p)i school newspaper, accordin/r to the 1968 Quill and 
Scroll Study, The Hi.^^h School Mevspaper As a Medium of Good Will, which sum- 
marized answers from 6l2 principals in Maine, Ohio, Virginia., !Iissouri, Texas, 
and California. 
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Percentage read±n^^ different kinds of newspaper content ref^.ularly were: front 
page news, 93 per cent; editorials, columns, 91 per cent; sports nevrs , 86 per 
cent; features, entertainment, 79 per cent; advertisements, 31 per cent. In 
addition from h to 20 per cent reported that they read various cate/^ories often. 

\fliat do newspaper advisers expect of their principal? The 135 advisers par- 
ticipating in the 19T0 Quill and Scroll Study, The Human Equation and the School 
Newspaper ^ gave the ansvrers presented in this table:

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To stabilize the student newspaper, the administration and the newspaper staff 
should come to a consensus on guidelines — - perhaps like some of those sug- 
gested herein. Such guidelines will build mutual trust and respect. 

VJhat more can the staff ask of the principal? VThat more can he want? In the 
table that follovrs several issues are presented which su/rgest contradictory 
attitudes. 

Actually it is puzziln^; to note that only 55 pex^ cent of the principals sug- 
gest that they "encourace students to work on the newspaper staff, to read the 
newspaper 3 and to buy copies of it regularly." Advisers and principal alike 
should give such e. policy 100 per cent. See Table 56, 

Three fifths of the principals agree that they should be accessible as a nevrs 
soxirce yet only 13 per cent are willinr:; to hold a rerjular news conference! See 
Table 58. VJhat fjood is a news - ource that shxuits reporters awa?/- and is unwill- 
ing; to meet them re^jularlyV 

Fortunately principals and advisers aRree that the principal shouJ.d not edit 
ne\TS or editorials, worry about copy or proofs, remove editors or expel them, 
as Tables 60 - 6h indicate. Even so many advisers report that they are ex- 
pected to be censors — as noted elsewhere in this study. 

Unfortunately the situation is not so good as these answers might lead readers 
to believe. Evidence presented in the discussion of news is disheartening. 

Only 65 per cent of the principals give the newspapers "specific and positive 
support," according to 88 advisers. Only 35 per cent of the boards give this 
cooperation. Result? At least one third of the advisers ~ modest critics — - 
have inadequate space and facilities. Further 9 per cent — probably much 
more — have inadequate library resources.

Similar nearly one-third of the newspaper advisers do, not apiree that they should 
"supervise business activities — policy, planning, procedure," as not^d.ip' 
Table 66. Obviously they cannot supervise business p^rocedures if they do not 
fjxamine financial records yet only three-fifths of the advisers recof?n,i?ie^ this 
responsibility, for , the economic stability of Ihe newspaper, see Table 6?. 
They also are reluctant to accept the related tasks of p^reparinp; specifications 
and- necotiatinp^ contracts, as Tables 68 and 69 disclose. 

Only tvo-thirds of the advisers accept the responsibility to "teach staff 
Q members how to perform all tasks involved in publishing the nevrspaper," es 
ERiC Table 70 indicates, yet 20 per cent report "poor staff traininp;" in another 
" query V If students don*t perform these tasks, who does — the adviser, the 
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principal » the board of education? Principals and headmasters reveal that they 
haven't looked into the problem in detail because many refused to x-^eply. 

Do principals and advisers believe that the adviser should "urge staff members 
to think for themselves ^ to make decisions based on adequate datj^., miC to ex- 
press themselves honestly?" In Table 71 :r. , piancipals a[i;ree. So do T'^ P^?i^ 
cent of the dvisers. Shall staff members exercise this guidance as members of 
the newspaper staff or later when they vote in school board elections? Yet 
here is the source of disagreement, for some principals appear to vrant students 
"to make decisions" only vjhen those decisions echo the administration's posi- 
tion,

The majority of nevrspaper advisers adopt an authoritarian attitude toT/ard their 
staffs as Table 7^ indicates r Like the monarch who believes in the divine 
rif^ht of kin^s^ they assume that they should appoint newspaper editors and key 
staff members. Several tables back they reported that students should make 
decisions — and what more important decision should they make than choosing; 
the editor-in-chief • Such an inconsistency may be labeled as hypocrisy by 
some observers. 

Only 35 p^'r cent of the newspaper advisers believe that they should nerve 
and vote on the News"napr7' Board, as Table 75 indicates. Perhaps they are 
saying they do not believe in a Newspaper Board, that they do not want to f^ive 
the staff members a means for malcin{^ joint decisions. 

The newspaper adviser not only supervises the newspaper in editorial, business, 
and production activities, but also may sponsor a Quill and Scroll chapter, 
affiliate with JEA or CSPAA, enter critical services, send delegates to school 
press conferences, and summer institutes, participate with other advisers in 
conferences, supervise staff facilitiJ^:- , and perform numerous related tasks 
as varices tables indicate. 

The newspaper adviser supervises teenagers in an amateur editorial enterprise 
which m.ay affect the image and morale of the school- He manages a small 
business enterprise and correlates editorial and production schedules. To 
perform these diverse tasks and also meet his other academic requirements ob- 
viously imposes a time-consuming responsibility, 

Hox7 does the board of education cooperate? Only 5^ per cent of the prirxcipals 
assert that of their knowledge the newspaper adviser has at least a minor or 
teaching certificate in journalism-mass media. Is this the information they 
give to the accrediting agencies and what are these agencies doing for quality 
O ication? Note that advisers concede that nearly half of them do not have 
ERJCiimum requirements. See Table 83*

Vlhat does the board do to mal^ie the newspaper adviser's job attractive? Con- 
sider the advisers' ansvrers in Table 8U, Less than one-half of them report 
the board augments their salaries to recognize the additional time and the pro- 
fessional preparation the position requires. Are football coaches as bad off? 

Almost one-half of the newspaper advisers report that they are not given a 
teaching load or teaching schedtiles to enable them to do what is expected of 
them. See Table 05. Many of them are handicapped by the fact there are no 
journalism courses in their schools I See Table 86. Newspapers produced in 
high schools with journalism courses more often achieve distinction than those 
without joiurnalism courses, as an earlier Quill and Scroll Study proved. More 
than one-half of the advisers are handicapped by inadequate facilities and un- 
satisfactorj'' library resources, as Tables 8? and 88 indicate. 

Approximately one-fourth of the advisers admit that the principal requires 
them to act as censors, as Table 89 indicates. One-third of them admit that 
they "examine, modify, and if necessary *kill* nevs , editorials, features, ad- 
vertising, etc. to conform to administration policy," as Table 90 indicates. 
VJbat was this statement about allowing students to make decisions for themr- 
selves? Or did this have relevance in school? The newspaper adviser is in 
his position not to be a censor but to teach teenagers to malce decisions about 
newspaper content. Since only 9 per cent of the advisers concede that they 
exclude "controversial matter," why did 32 per cent have to kill copy? VJhat 
has happened on newspaper staffs to make it necessary for one-half the ad- 
O isers to feel that they have to "keep staff members in line when they are 
JCestive." With so much censorship, why shouldn't staff members be restive?

Nearly three-fifths of the principals speaking for themselves assert that 
they give the "adviser the active and pr^sitive support essential to tho produc- 
tion of quality news media." If this is true, why are there so many newspaper 
advisers who never have talcen a journalism course, who do not have a journalism 
certificate, do not have a journalism minor? If this is true, why are there 
so many schools without adequate facilities or library/- resources for the news- 
paper staff? If this is true, why do so many principals refuse to provide 
schedules and loads, and salaries that actually meet the needs of the advisers? 
If this is true, why are so many advisers compelled to become censors? 

How well prepared are the advisers? Only 31 per cent held a state certificate 
to tea.ch journalism. — and in some states the requirements are 1o\t. Only 2J 
per cent had a major in journalism, and 22 per cent a minor. True, 80 per "cent 
had an En/^lish certificate, but the English teacher is no better qualified than 
any other teacher to supervise newspapers because of the required courses in 
English* 

Professional attitudes are revealed by their affiliations: Journd.i.sm Education 
Association, 26 per cent; Columbia Scholastic Press Advisers Association, ^^5 
per cent; National Council of Teacliers of Enclish , 25 per cent; National Education 
Association, hO per cent; Parent Teachers Association , 35 per. cent. 

Note further that 22 per "cent had no college credit in jotxrnalism-mass media 
courses: 19 per cent had unc'er six semester hours; 26 per cent under 1? semester 
hours; 9 per cent from l8 to 2k semester hours; 23 per cent, 2h or more semester 
^/^"nirs in journalism; only 9 per cent a master^s decree in journalism. IJhat 
Sffljuld accreditinp; agencies do if this were the situation in science or mathematics?

The newspaper board herein is presented as a coimnittee or council in which the 
editors, managers, and adviser plan and produce the newspaper,. It often is 
called the editorial board , but it has many non-editorial tasks.. 

Now consider once more the principals* interest in their responsibility for 
general supervision. Actually 50 per cent arid h^ per cent of the headmasters 
didn't care enough about newspapers to bother to ansvrer mnny of the questions I 

The record of the newspaper advisers is almost as shocking. Of the 213 ad- 
visers paii^icipating 3 per cent or more ignored the vital issue presented in 
a series of simple declarative sentences! 

How should such apathy be interpreted? 

1. It may be interpreted as ern±hy^ indifference ^ - resentment — - but this is 
not flattering. 

2. It may be interpreted as ignoran.ce, but this is not flattering, for the 
statements did not require technical knowledge* 

O It may be interpreted as evidence of authoritarian attitudes which the 
ERJC respondents were reluctant to identify that attitude.

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Conclusions^ 

V/hat is the pictiira of the Americaii sQcondary school revealed in this study? 
Perhaps it is a blurred picture. Perhaps it is a picture of adjiiinistrators 
and advisers uncertain and iDSecurG despite good intentions. 

Consider the admnistrators of public aiid nonpublic schools. Only 10 per cent 
bothered to coopeimte. TruGg 20 per cent shunted the responsibility to the ad« 
visQrs. Were the 70 per cent apathotic^ busy^ anta/Tonistic? Were they edu- 
cators or fixit men? 

To be sure, adininistrators generally vfanted to keep their hando clean. They 
didn't imnt to edit the neTOpapers or to suspend editors* Yet they hesitated 
to cone out against hidden censorship for complete freedom of cormunlcation. 

Were administrators willinfj to arrc^nge renular press conferences with editors? 
They showed no real interest in a newspaper board* They saif no need for m\m^ 
paper guidelines which everyone could readt 

Adviieri on the whole reflectid this distrust of students, Perhaps they felt 
unequal to the task of inculcating a love for freedom of the presi amonp; teen- 
aHerSi In any event they were cautious in e^qDra^.iinf^ their faith in the 
students they teach. 

On the ^ftioleg then, advisers and administrators alike appear to suppert the • 
authoritarian status of principals and teachers* They know best, Acoordin/Tly 
they should choose editors and make decisions ^ not the students they are 
teaching. 

Similarities and dissiriilaritlas in public and nonpublic schools are worth 
noting. So are the attitudes of community college editors. They may be 
gtudied in the numeroUB tablee. 

The negative attitude of administrators and advisers toward newspaper boards 
and newspaper guideliheB actually is obvious evidence of the need for such 
boardi and such f^uidelines to improve the relations between students and 
aduJ.ts in high schools. 

Certainly every adviser and every administrator needs to re^eKoMne hie atti* 
tudeSp neither is in a Kremlin » Each is in a commi^ity ^of learners suppoeed 
to learn throu/^ ixperiance to be rGsponsible citizens in a free society. 
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THE ADfJINISTEATlOH Wm NOT WAiIT TO HEAR 

(Guest Iditoriad in September, 1972, The Florida Flambeau , 
by Dr. Laui-ence Campbell ^ Professor of Enfflish Education) 

If liberty mmwam anythin£3 at all, it meane the richt to tell th© people what 
they do not want to hear, 

Gmoram Orwell wrote this statemant. He intended for it to appear in a preface 
to ''Animal Farm," but it was not published until this month. 

Florida State's administration t/ants to exercise thio rifiht. Fair enouflh! But 
it does not want the Florida Flambeau to exercise the same riflht! 

Hence^ there is a collieion. The administration wants to control the Flambeau. 
It wants to tell the editors what th^ muat publieh and what they can't publish. 

But the state attorney general has raised a stop sion. Managed news is out. 
Prior censorship ii out* Administration contrql is out. 

VJhat the adminietration cannot control^ the adrdnletratlon will not tolerate. 
Thus^ the Flambeau has been coerced precipltQUsly into independence, 

l)hat doee the administration want? Editors who are echoes? Reporters who are 
iinaoe makers? Students who blindly accept authoritari^ decrees as omniseient 
and infallible meaeagas from a new Delphi^ a new Sinai? 

"At the core of that freedom (of the press) lies the right to criticise the 
Government," Tersely Leonard Levy describes the essence of liberty of; .the ; 
press in^/'Freedom pf the Press ,fro^ Zenner to Jefferson.?- ^ 

The administration denies the Flambeau the rl/Tht to eritlclEe government-iml- 
verslty. gov#rnmfnt, Jt denies. the Flambeau the right to tell the administration 
what the. administration does not want to hear. 

How is the Flanbeau to be bludgeoned into Bilence? 

1, First p the atoinlstration will proclaim that the Flmibeau can swvive on ad- 
yei vsinfj alone. Request: pleaee release the list of typloal state uni- 
versity dailies Biii typic^ Florida dgdlles that now atirvlve on adve^^^tising 
alone. 

2, Seconds it trtll talk about that $20^000* Is this a gift? Ho^ this is Fla^ 
beau space the edministration biQrg for annomicements and propaganda* 

3y Thirdj it will talk about that $60 3 000, It mfiOces no guarantee that this 
ajnount or any amount will be collected, 

ggl^ fourth V it will talk about free rent. For how long? No, the threat of high 
"■affifl'ent lies ahead* It won't negotiate now. ; 
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5. Fifths it will smear Fleuiibeau staff members and board members as saboteurs. 
This is a novel way to express good will* 

Here is what the administration cloesn-t soy: 

1, That it has repudiated prevlDus administrations which accept€?d Flcyriboau 
for better or for worse, 

2, That it has repudiated' the traditional policy of usinp; part of student 
activity fees for the Plairibeau— heretofore expected by students and parents. 

3* That it persistently has refused to establish an academic minor in newspaper 
Journalisms—persistently requested by the staff and board* 

That even at the outset it delayed a transfer of funds to meet the Flambeau 
payroll* 

5. That the quality of its preprint service to be provided until October 15 so. 
far has elicited scant praise from those who use it,
